Film  Award 
Assembly 


“To  Sir,  With  Love”  will  be 
feted  as  the  Family  Movie  of  the 
Year  in  today’s  forum  assembly 
at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

The  award  is  presented  annual- 
ly by  BYU,  KSL-TV  and  Radio, 
Deseret  News  and  Improvement 
Era. 

The  winning  film  was  produced 
and  distributed  by  Columbia  Stu- 
dios. 

It  was  chosen  on  the  basis  of  its 
message  and  general  worthiness 
and  wholesomeness  of  the  story, 
according  to  the  selection  com- 
mittee. 

The  BYU  singing  group  Sounds 
of  Freedom  will  perform  at  the 
assembly. 


In  a brief  address  the  New 
York  Senator  stressed  a need  for 
“new  direction,  new  dedication, 
a new  sense  of  purpose.” 

“I  believe  that  we  can  win  the 
nomination  and  the  election  in 
November,  but  we  need  your 
help,”  Kennedy  said  in  a refer- 
ence to  his  recently-launched 
campaign. 

CHANGE 

“What  is  needed  is  a commit- 
ment of  this  generation  to 
change,”  he  declared  as  a pre- 
face to  mention  of  unemployment, 
poverty,  racial  problems  and  the 
draft  as  areas  of  greatest  need. 

During  a period  of  questioning 
from  the  audience,  Kennedy  out- 
lined three  alternatives  to  the 
Vietnamese  war— unilateral  with- 
drawal, continued  escalation  and 
negotiated  settlement.  His  stated 
preference  was  for  the  latter. 

“I  would  stop  bombing  and  go 
to  the  negotiating  table,”  he  said 
while  demanding  more  participa- 
tion by  South  Vietnamese  regu- 
lars and  less  corruption  and  dis- 
honesty in  the  Thieu  government. 

Kennedy  said  he  had  much  in 
common  with  the  university’s 
founder:  “I  have  a large  family, 
have  settled  in  many  states  and 
am  now  ready  to  take  on  John- 
son’s army.” 

His  visit,  arranged  by  professor 
J.  Keith  Melville,  was  co-spon- 
sored by  the  ASBYU  Academics 
Office  and  the  College  Demo- 
crats. j

Big-smile,  back-slapping  tactics 
abound  today  as  the  primary 
election  for  student  body  officers 
begins. 

Eight  polling  areas  and  an  off- 
campus  voting  van  will  be  set  up 
to  receive  the  votes.  Twenty-six 
candidates  are  vying  for  slots  as 
finalists  for  nine  student  body 
offices. 

Voting  will  be  from  9 a.m.  to 


4 p.m.  today  and  Friday.  Finalists 
will  be  announced  at  the  Harpers 
Bizarre  concert  Friday  evening. 

Final  elections  will  be  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday,  Apr.  3 and  4. 
Offices  pending  include  ASBYU 
president;  vice  president  of  aca- 
demics, Finanace,  Student  Rela- 
tions, Culture,  Athletics,  and  So- 
cial Activities;  AMS  president 
and  AWS  president. 


Senator  Percy  Address 
Slated  For  Noon  Friday 


Politicking  on  the  BYU  campus 
will  be  thicker  than  ever  Friday 
as  another  national  figure  of 
prominence.  Senator  Percy  of 
Illinois,  speaks  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

The  noon  address  of  the  fresh- 
man senator— until  recently  a 
dark  horse  prospect  for  the  Re- 
publican nomination  for  Presi- 
dent—is  one  of  several  appear- 
ances in  Utah. 

Percy  will  speak  at  a mock  na- 
tional convention  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  today,  and  Friday 
night  will  be  the  keynote  speaker 
at  a banquet  in  Salt  Lake  reported 
to  be  a kickoff  of  Senator  Wal- 
lace Bennett's  campaign  for  re- 
election. 

The  two  work  closely  in  the 
U.S.  upper  House. 

Sponsored  by  the  ASBYU  Aca- 
demics Office  and  the  College  Re- 
publicans, Percy's  BYU  talk  will 
be  followed  by  a question-answer 
session. 


Percy,  a self-made  millionaire, 
was  president  of  Bell  and  Howell 
corporation  at  age  29  after  work- 
ing summers  for  the  company 
during  his  college  years. 

He  graduated  with  honors  with 
a B.S.  in  economics  from  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

His  first  venture  into  politics 
was  a loss  to  Otto  Kerner  in  a 
gubernatorial  election  during  the 
Johnson  landslide  of  1964. 

He  bucked  the  Mayor  Richard 
J.  Daley  machine  in  1966  to  oust 
three-time  winner  Paul  Douglas. 

Generally  referred  to  as  a 
“progressive”  Republican,  Percy 
is  a favorite  son  candidate  for 
the  vice  presidency  at  the  Repub- 
lican national  convention  this 
year. 

The  College  Republications,  a 
national  organization,  is  semi-as- 
sociated with  the  Young  Repub- 
licans, according  to  BYU  chap- 
ter president  David  Warren.

Fitzgerald  Publishes  Article 


Sherman  K.  Fitzgerald,  associate 
professor  of  sociology  has  had  an 
article  entitled  Multi-County  Re- 
gion: Emergence  of  the  Larger 
Community  in  Utah  published  in 
the  Utah  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Arts,  Letters  and  Proceedings. 

On  the  basis  of  discussions  with 
Governor  Calvin  Rampton,  Fitz- 
gerald made  a study  of  the  coun- 
ties in  Utah.  This  article  is  a re- 
sult of  his  study. 

Fitzgerald  said  that  Utah  has  a 
one-metropolis  domination  (Salt 
Lake)  with  smaller  cities  on  each 


side. 

In  less  populated  areas  of  the 
state,  people  move  to  the  larger 
communities  while  the  smaller 
towns  and  villages  diminish  in  size. 
Many  counties  with  little  resources 
and  limited  population  are  hard 
pressed  for  survival  as  a govern- 
mental unit  in  providing  expected 
services,  such  as  water,  highways, 
fire  fighting,  and  policing. 

One  of  the  many  alternatives  to- 
ward adjustments  to  the  divergent 
circumstances,  he  suggested,  is 
the  emergence  of  multi-county  re- 


gions—either  voluntary  or  planned. 

Utah  seems  unique  in  originating 
voluntary  multi-county  regional  or- 
ganizations. One  such  multi-county 
region  is  the  Five  County  Organi- 
zation, composed  of  Beaver,  Iron, 
Washington,  Kane  and  Garfield 
counties. 

Geographic  and  economic  condi- 
tions contributing  to  the  regional 
development  have  been  (•)  better 
highways.

Art  Is  Abstract

“Intriguing”  and  “unique”  head 
up  a long  list  of  adjectives  de- 
scribing today’s  theater. 

The  theater  is  modern  and  some- 
what abstract  in  keeping  with  the 
general  trend  of  the  fine  arts 
field. 

The  term  theater  is  not  as  closely 
associated  with  drama,  as  in  the 
general  public  opinion.  The  theater 
expresses  the  feeling  of  an  artist 
just  as  a painting  does,  with  the 
stage  as  the  canvas,  the  main  dif- 
ference being  that  the  final  pro- 
duction is  a combination  of  expres- 
sions from  the  varying  participants. 
Drama  is  overall  acting,  whereas 
the  theatre  is  more  or  less  a joint 
effort  of  more  than  one  type  of  art. 

The  theatre  of  today  seems  to 
engulf  the  audience  as  it  never 
has  before  and  to  draw  them  onto 
the  stage  into  the  play.  With  more 
than  a moral,  which  has  been  the 
jist  of  the  theatre  for  ages,  the 
productions  are  now  leaning  more 
to  extracting  definite  reactions 
from  the  spectators. 

Most  of  the  modern  productions 
are  still  in  a very  experimental 
stage.  Professionals  like  Dr.  Lael 
J.  Woodbury,  head  of  the  drama 


department,  have  sought  means 
of  portraying  this  new  art  through 
reading  and  research.  Dr.  Wood- 
bury made  a major  study  of 
theatre  art  and  discovered  a world 
of  ideas.  He  synthesized  his  ideas, 
and  naturally  wanted  to  test  them. 
This  test  was  “An  Evening  of  Un- 
conventional Theatre.” 

Dr.  Woodbury  is  a well-known 
conservative.  To  utilize  the  above 
described  theatre  which  seems  at- 
tached to  modern  movements  such 
as  hippies,  rioteers,  etc.,  would 
perhaps  be  a little  out  of  charac- 
ter. 


Anyone  who  experienced  “An 
Evening  of  Unconventional  The- 
atre,” however,  can  boast  the  real- 
ization of  the  ordinary  and  the  ex- 
traordinary in  a new  light. 

Dr.  Woodbury  found  that  through 
this  modern  theater,  he  was  able 
to  communicate  his  feelings  of  the 
greatness  of  man.  His  purpose  in 
such  a production  was  to  let  each  j 
person  share  his  exhuberance  for 
life. 


He  brought  together  visual  art, 
dance,  music,  and  even  body  move- 
ments to  present  emotions  to  his 
viewers.

“But  by  far  the  funniest  com- 
ment about  my  height  came  from 
teammate  Gary  Pullins  when  he 
j smiled  and  exclaimed,  jokingly, 
i “DuNann,  if  you  were  one  inch 
shorter,  you’d  be  square.” 

| Dennis*  has  been  pitching  since 
j he  was  12.  He  came  to  BYU  from 
Scottsdale  High  School  in  Arizona 
where  he  posted  a 6-1  senior  rec- 
ord. As  a freshman  in  the  Cougar 
camp  last  year  he  ended  up  at  3-0 
without  allowing  an  earned  run. 

Dennis  notched  two  of  BYU’s 
three  wins  in  last  week's  Riverside 
Tournament.  He  knocked  off  Mis- 


sissippi State  3-1,  in  what  he  ex- 
plained as  “a  scarey  first  in  Cou- 
gar varsity  play.”  In  his  second 
varsity  start  Pittsburg  fell,  8-3. 

The  stocky  pitcher  describes 
BYU’s  baseball  facilities  as  “fan- 
tastic— none  better.”  Dennis  con- 
tinues, “It’s  too  bad  we  don’t  have 
the  California  weather;  but  we 
work  out  all  year  anyway.  The 
Smith  Fieldhouse  is  our  home  when 
the  miserable  weather  sets  in.” 

Dennis  experienced  his  most  ex- 
citing Cougar  moment  when  he 
pitched  BYU  to  a 1-0  triumph  over 
Utah  in  his  first  college  starting 
role. 

When  asked  about  the  1968  Cou- 
gar baseball  squad,  the  Arizona 
native  responded,  “I  think  we’ll  be 
tough.  We  should  have  done  better 
in  California,  but  we  made  some 
mental  errors.  Physically,  we’re  in 
great  shape. 

“And  I have  lots  of  confidence  in 
the  infield.  Steve  Davis  (shortstop) 
and  Gary  Pullins  (second  base) 
are  the  two  greatest  ball  players 
I’ve  ever  played  with.”

Politics  Start  Moving 


Sen.  Eugene  J.  McCarthy,  cam- 
paigning in  Chicago,  said  Wednes- 
day that  businessmen  must  be  pre- 
pared to  accept  wartime  economic 
controls  if  Vietnam  War  costs  con- 
tinue to  rise. 

Sen.  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  his  op- 
ponent in  the  race  for  the  Demo- 
cratic presidential  nomination,  said 
in  Provo,  Utah,  that  businessmen 
must,  with  the  help  of  tax  incen- 
tives, take  the  lead  in  providing 
more  jobs.

CLARK  CAMPAIGNING 


Although  President  Johnson  has 
still  to  announce  his  candidacy, 
Atty.  Gen.  Ramsey  Clark  cam- 
paigned for  him  in  Madison,  Wis., 
as  one  of  several  administration 
spokesmen  stumping  Wisconsin  be- 
fore Tuesday’s  presidential  pri- 
mary. 

Clark  calmly  accepted  draft

Condition 


MONTGOMERY,  ALA.  (UPI)- 
Gov.  Lurleen  Wallace,  fighting  re- 
curring cancer  and  its  complica- 
tions, suffered  another  setback 
Wednesday  when  doctors  discov- 
ered what  was  believed  to  be  a 
blood  clot  in  her  lungs. 

The  41-year-old  Mrs.  Wallace, 
the  nation’s  only  woman  governor, 
underwent  a cancer  operation,  her 
third  in  two  years,  Feb.  22  for  re- 
moval of  a malignant  pelvic  tumor 
and  a 10-inch  section  of  bowel. 


ABDOMINAL  ABSCESS 


She  appeared  to  be  making  a 
good  recovery  from  the  operation 
until  she  developed  an  abdominal 
abscess  and  had  to  undergo  sur- 
gery again  two  weeks  ago. 

Her  temperature  was  reported  to 
be  normal  Tuesday  for  the  first 
time  since  the  infection  occured, 
but  a spokesman  said  Wednesday 
her  temperature  and  pulse  rate 
were  up  again. 

A brief  medical  bullietin  issued 
Wednesday  said:  “Gov.  Lurleen 
B.  Wallace  has  developed  a com- 
plication thought  to  represent  pul- 
money  embolus— a blood  clot  to 
the  lung.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Sen. 
Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah,  said 
Tuesday  progress  is  being 
made  in  resolving  the  prob- 
lems missionaries  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  have  en- 
countered in  obtaining  visas 
from  the  Argentine  govern- 
ment.

Congress  Acts 
On  Travel, 
Wire  Tapping

Ed  Ewing,  the  governor’s  news 
secretary,  said  Mrs.  Wallace’s  con- 
dition continued  to  be  listed  as 
serious  but  that  she  was  still  being 
allowed  to  sit  up  in  a chair  in  her 
room  at  St.  Margaret’s  Hospital. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)— The  house 
Ways  and  Means  Committee 
Wednesday  turned  down  President 
Johnson’s  tough  travel  tax  plan  ex- 
cept for  two  of  its  mildest  pro- 
visions. 

But  while  rejecting  the  proposed 
graduated  tax  on  American  travel- 
lers abroad,  the  committee  left 
open  the  possiblity  of  later  consid- 
eration. 

As  a substitute  for  that  tax- 
one  of  Johnson’s  major  legislative 
proposals  to  keep  dollars  in  the 
United  States— the  panel  sent  to 
the  House  a bill  containing  a 5 
per  cent  ticket  tax  on  all  airline 
flights  outside  the  country  and  a 
reduction  from  $100  to  $10  in  the 
amount  of  purchases  an  American 
can  bring  home  duty  free. 
EAVESDROPPING  LEGISLATION 


The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee 
Wednesday  voted  to  authorize 
court-approved  wiretapping  and 
eavesdropping  in  criminal  investi- 
gations despite  administration 
pleas  to  limit  “bugging”  to  national 
security  cases. 

Cracking  a six-month  stalemate 
which  imperiled  President  John- 
son’s major  anticrime  measures, 
the  committee  voted  10-1  to  permit 
wiretapping  under  court-order  and 
court-supervision  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  major  crimes.
